IU FOUND GUILTY 
BY NLRB OF UNFAIR 
LABOR PRACTICES 
UNDER TAFT ACT 


Ordered to Stop Causing 
Discrimination Against 
Non-Union Employes 
in Effort to Maintain 
Closed Shop.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29—The 
AFL International Typographical 
Union and its officers are guilty of 
unfair labor practices under the 
Taft-Hartley Act, the National 
Labor Relations Board said in two 
decisions last night. 

The cases, in which charges 
were brought by the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
and the Chicago Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association, arose out of. 
the effort of the union to preserve 
closed-shop conditions in the news- 
paper publishing industry . after 
passage in 1947 of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act, which outlawed closed- 
shop contracts. 

The dispute led to a 22-month 
strike of printers in Chicago. The 
strike ended last month, when the 
printers accepted the terms of a 
contract conforming to provisions 
of the Taft-Hartley Act. 

Board’s Order to Union. 

The board ordered the interna- 
tional union and its officers to 
cease and desist from: 

Causing or attempting to cause 
employers to discriminate 
against employes in violation of 
the statuté. 

Threatening to engage in strike 
action for the purpose of requir- 
ins employers to engage in dis- 
crimination. 

Directing, instigating or en- 
couraging employes to engage in 
or threaten to engage in strike 
action or approving or ratifying 
strike action for the purpose of

requiring employers to engage 
in discrimination. 

Restraining or coercing em- 
ployers in their selection of fore- 
men who, the board ruled, were

In addition, the Chicago local 
of the union, No. 16, and the inter- 
national itself were directed to 
bargain with the Chicago News-

The five-member board, of which 
Pau] M. Herzog is chairman was 
unanimous on the major points of 
the two decisions. In the A.N.P.A. 
case, board member J. Copeland 
Gray did not participate. In this 
case board member Abe Murdock 
did not assent to the order re- 
garding foremen; he held that the 
demand of the union that foremen 
be chosen from their ranks should 
be treated as part of its attempt 
to achieve illegal closed-shop con- 
ditions. 

Murdock and John M. Houston, 
in the Chicago case, dissented 
from the: order that the Inter- 
netional Union bargain on request, 
helding that ‘an order directed to 
t“* local union was sufficient.

NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (UP) —

The paper said Goelet fell in 
love with Miss Merrick while she 
was starring in a movie enterprise 
that he was operating in Rome.

It was a second marriage for 
both. She is the former wife of 
Conrad Nagel, the actor. 

The paper said his mother, the 
Duchess of Villarosa, had frowned 
on the romance and when news 
of it reached her in Rome, she 
said: 

“He will be disinherited. That 
is a certainty.”

Goelet’s father, a real estate deal- 
er, head of the Newport Bailey’s 
Beach Association, threatened to 
disinherit Robert some years ago 
when he organized a jazz band. 


NO HOGS RECEIVED 
AT STOCKYARDS: 1ST 
TIME IN MEMORY 


Not a single hog was received 
today at National Stockyards on 


the East Side, largest hog market 
in the world. Veteran stockyards 
officials said this was the first 
time in their memory that no 
hogs were received on a Saturday. 
Once, on a Saturday in the OPA 
period, a single hog arrived. 
Only 200 pigs and four sows 
reached the stockyards today and 
these were held over for sale on 
Monday. Failure to ship hogs was 
attributed to the severe break in 
the market yesterday, when the 
closing top price fell to $17.50 a 
hundred pounds, lowest _ since 
OPA controls were removed Oct. 
15, 1946. The OPA price was 
$16.20 a hundred pounds. 

A spokesman for the St.. Louis 
Livestock Exchange, who has been 
at the stockyards for 40 years, 
said today’s receipts were the 
smallest. he has ever seen, except | 
for the OPA period. Besides the 
pigs and sows, only 80 head of 
cattle arrived—cows, bulls, heifers 


and steers. These, too, were held 
over for sale Monday.

Maybe he owed his life to quick- 
thinking 12-year-old Johnny 
Schneider. Johnny shouted the 
alarm when Bobby slipped feet 
first into the abandoned pipe. 

Johnny dashed into the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. James Gow and 
told them what had happened to 
their boy, youngest of three chil- 
dren. 

As the father rushed to the 
backyard, Johnny stepped to the 
telephone and dialed 43338. He re- 
membered the number of the fire 
department because he had been 
a fire marshal at his school last 


year. 
Workers On Scene in 10 Minutes. 

Firemen and policemen were on 
the scene in 10 minutes. Civilian 
volunteers rolled in. 

They swung pick axes and 
shovels. A steam shovel went into 
action less than half an hour after 
Bobby disappeared. Two more 
shovVels and compressed air ham- 
mers joined the scooping-out oper- 
ation which allowed workers to 
get to the base of the pipe. 

An oxygen line dangled in the 
pipe near Bobby’s head and kept 
pumping until rescuers with cold 
chisels dnd’ tin snippers cut 
through to him. 

Master Mechanic M. R. Miller 
of the fire department held 
Bobby’s hand to comfort him as 
the section of pipe was removed. 
Miller then lifted the youngster 
and handed him to Police Lt. Otto 
Ludwig. 

Bobby was kicking. He hollered, 
“Daddy.” The cry was almost lost 
in the roar of some 2000 specta- 
tors who had remained silent 
until those pressing against police 
ropes saw the child move. 

“They've Got Him—He’s Alive.” 

“They've got him... . He’s alive,” 
the front-line onlookers cried out. 

“Oh, Lord, just to see that 
boy ...” Gow said when asked 
how he felt when he saw Bobby 
released. 

Gow and his wife, both 35, 
moved here in April from Hack- 
ettstown, N.J., after a doctor rec- 
ommended a change of climate. 
Gow suffered from an arthritis in- 
fection of one leg. 

He is a printer at a local pub- 
lishing firm. 

Three children were in the back- 
yard with “Sobby at the time of 
the accident. They were Johnny 
and Jerry Schneider, 12 and 1, and 
Bobby’s brother, Jimmy, 8. 

Bobby’s sister stepped out the 
back door just in time to see him 
dropping from sight. 

“Mother sent me out to get him, 
and I saw his head go down the 
hole,” she related. 

Workers dropped a small rope 
down the pipe and succeeded in 
working it onto Bobby’s. wrist. 
They did not attempt to pull him 
up. They feared the rope might 
slip off or Bobby might be in- 
jured by any upward movement 
in the narrow confines of the pipe. 

Bobby’s body first lodged about 
14 feet down in the pipe. The cis- 
tern had never been used by the 
Gow’s. They did not know wheth- 
er there was water at the bottom. 
Bobby continued to slide down- 
ward as the work progressed.

The stores were looted last night 
when the team made a 45-minute 
stop-over here during the 100-mile 
trip from Joliet to nearby Free- 
port. Four of the players missed 
the game and three others were 
seized by police after the contest

Police said larceny charges were 
placed against six of the youths 
and the seventh was charged with 
accessory after the fact.

Detectives said proprietors re- 
ported several articles of clothing 
missing after the youths had left 
the two stores.

GRANT STRIKERS: 
PENSION DEMAND 


McGrath Studying Wheth- 
er President Has Power 
to Seize Coal Mines 
and Steel Plants Closed 
by Walkouts. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP)— 
Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
today blamed the big steel com- 
panies for failure to settle the 
steel strike. . 

With negotiations deadlocked in 
the steel walkout and the coal 
strike—and industry showing the 
effects—Morse called on steel pro- 
ducers to grant the 10-cent wel- 
fare package proposed by Presi- 
dent Truman’s fact-finding board. 

The major steel companies have 
expressed willingness to put a 
pension-insurance plan into ef- 
fect, but only if the workers con- 


tribute to it. , 
Reports Lack of Progress. 

Federal mediation Chief Cyrus 
Ching, calling three more steel 
firms into peace talks starting in 
Washington Sunday or Monday, 
reported no “tangible evidence” of 
progress toward ending the strike. 

Similar reports came from coal 
talks, as negotiators put off fur- 
ther discussions until Tuesday. 
Meanwhile, Government reports 
showed output shrinking and lay- 
offs rising in the industries which 
feed on coal and steel. 

Attorney General J. Howard 
McGrath, meanwhile, disclosed 
that he is studying whether the 
President has power to _ seize 
strike-bound coal mines and steel 
mills. 

Nash Motors announced at De- 
troit that it will be forced to shut 
down assembly by the middle of 
next month at its two main plants 
at’ Kenosha, Wis. About 12,000 will 
be made idle. Ford Motor Co. has 
announced plans for cutbacks 
which will make about 100,000 pro- 
duction workers idle about the 
same time, if the steel strike con- 
tinues. 

Morse, a member of the Senate 
Labor Committee, told a reporter: 
“United States Steel Corp. must 
be blamed with major responsibil- 
ity for the economic damage be- 
ing done to the country. The 
American people should tell Mr. 
Fairless (Benjamin F. Fairless, 
president of United States Steel) 
and other steel industry leaders 
to start placing the public interest 
before their own blind stubborn- 
ness.” 

Morse called it “most regrettable 
that the steel companies do not 
put the fact-finding board’s recom- 
mendations into effect.”

127 CZECH PRIESTS 
ARE FREED FROM 
PRISON ON THER 
ATH OF LOVALTY 


They Repented and Re- 
quested Pardons, Offi- 


cial Agency Says—U.S. ' 
Embassy Aid Allowed| | 


to See Jailed Clerk. 


PRAGUE, Oct. 29 (UP)—Presi- 
dent Klement Gottwald has freed 
127 Catholic priests from prison 
after they pledged their loyalty 
to the Communist Government 
and requested pardons, the official 
news agency reported today. 

The action was reported four 
days after the Catholic Board of 
Bishops announced it had author- 
ized priests to take a qualified 
oath of allegiance to the Govern- 
ment and to accept the higher 
salaries it offered them. 

In an official statement by the 
council, made public Tuesday, the 
bishops announced their willing- 
ness to resume negotiations with 


the state on their months-long 
struggle. 
First Acknowledgement. 

The agency report was the first 
official acknowledgement by the 
Government that priests had been 
jailed. Some estimates put the 
number of imprisoned clergy at 
between 300 and 500. 

The agency said the priests had 
been “seduced” by the church 
hierarchy into “committing crimes 
for which thev had to be prese- 
cuted.” After they went to prison 
it said, they repented of their at- 
titude toward the Communist 
Government. 

Upon receipt uf their request 
for pardons, Gottwald ordered a 
general amnesty, the agency said. 

New laws placing the church 
largely under state control become 
effective next Tuesday. They 
were announced by the Govern- 
ment last summer and formally 
approved by the National As- 
sembly this month. 

Report on U.S, Clerk. 

Meanwhile, an imprisoned Unit- 
ed States Embassy clerk, Samuel 
Meryn, was allowed for the first 
time since his arrest to speak with 
an embassy representative. 

The interview in Pankrac prison 
was limited to 15 minutes, and the 
discussion to purely personal mat- 
ters. Czech officials stood by and 
ordered every word translated into 
their language. 

Carroll Parry, chief of the em- 
bassy consular section, said Meryn 
threw out his arms to greet his 
visitor. He had been held incom- 
municado since he was seized by 
Czech police nine days ago on 
~ charges. 

"Pares ‘said Meryn showed no 
signs of any mistreatment. He 
said the prisoner wanted food and 
clothing, especially a clean shirt, 
and asked for a blanket “because 
he said last night had been cold.” 

The Czechs allowed Parry to 
leave a bundle of clothes and food 
for the prisoner. ; 

The once-postponed interview 
was held in a reception room of 
the prison. Meryn was brought 
from his cell after Parry had wait- 
ed an hour and a half. He said 
the delay was caused by a mixup 
in times.

The employes previously gave the 
union negotiation committee au- 
thority to take such action as it 
saw fit to enforce the wage de- 
mands.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP)—, 
Secretary of the Navy Francis P. 
Matthews, calmly ignoring de-. 
mands of two members of Con- 
gress that he quit, combed through 
a list of admirals today, seeking 
a successor to Louis Denfeld as 


chief of naval operations. 

Matthews gave not the slightest 
indication that he intended to 
heed angry cries for his resigna- 
tion from at least two members 
of Congress. He declined any com- 
ment on that or other statements 
from conzressional quarters. 


Firm on Ouster. 

When reporters asked him if 
there was any chance he might 
change his mind about removing 
Adm. Denfeld and giving him 
gome other job, Matthews said 
firmly: 

“Tl asked the President for au- 
thority to make the transfer. I do 
not ask for-things just to ask for 
them. Of course I intend to go 
through with it.” 

Denfeld’s special assistant, Capt. 
Walter Karig, told reporters he 
expetts the admiral to retire from 
the Navy rather than take a 
lesser post. 

Vehement assertions that Mat- 
thews should leave the Defense 
Department came from Senator 
Knowland (Rep.), California, and 
Representatives Bates, (Rep.), 
Massachusetts. 

Bates ig a member of the 
House Armed Services Committee, 
which heard Denfeld and most of 
the other leaders of the three 
armed forces testify in the bitter 
military wrangle over unification. 

Calis Matthews Unfit. 

He said Matthews, who was 
named to his job last spring, “is 
absolutely unfit to hold the office; 
his naval experience is nil and he 
can't even row a boat.” 

Knowland asserted it is “impera- 
tive” that the Secretary quit “so 
that a new top team can properly 
function” in the Navy Department. 

From his home at Milledgeville, 
Ga.. Chairman Vinson of the 
House committee said Denfeld 
had been made to “walk the 
plank” because of his testimony 
two weeks ago that the Navy’s 
attack power is being ruined in 
the Pentagon. 

Vinson said the committee 
would look into Denfeld’s ouster 
when Congress convenes next 
January. 

A reporter asked Matthews if 
Denfeld’s removal “is in any way 
a reprisal?” : | 
‘*“Not iin the slightest,” he an- 
gswered. Denfeld’s testimony, he 
said, was “not the deciding factor 
in the decision to remove him.” 

Johnson Takes Same Line.

Kerr, had been 
appointed to a vacancy on the 
commission. In 1947, with the 
Moore-Rizley bill pending in the 
Senate, Burton Behling was nom- 
inated to fill another vacancy, re- 
portedly with the support of Gov. 

Behling, under Commis- 
sioner Nelson Lee Smith’s super- 
vision, headed a small special 
staff employed for the purposes 
of the natural gas investigation.

Buchanan, a former 
Pennsylvania State Public Service 
Commissioner, was well-known as 
an active regulator. He was final- 
ly confirmed but only -after a 
year’s delay due to the opposition 
of power and natural gas inter- 
ests. 

Meanwhile, as a result of op- 
position based on the alternative 
natural gas investigation report 
submitted by Commissioners Olds 
and Draper, the Moore-Rizley bill 
was killed in Senate Committee. 
Substitute bills, introduced in the 
Eighty-first Congress by Senator 
Kerr and Representative Oren 
Harris of Arkansas, ran into sim- 
ilar opposition and were still pend- 
ing in the Senate when Congress 
recessed. 

So, with my rejection by the 
Senate, the industry has brought 
the situation to the point where 
it.could get substantially what it 
wants either by a change in the 
commission vote which I for- 
merly cast on the issue, or by 
legisiation when Congress re- 
convenes. 

In any case it has produced 
years of controversy and uncer- 
tainty, with a resulting disrup- 
tion of the Commission’s rate reg- 
ulatory activity. This in itself lim- 
its the Commission’s protection of 

the consumer interest.

FRENCH INQUIRY. 
IN AIR CRASH: 48 


ODES REMOVED 


|Some of Dead in Wreck- 


age, Others Are Found 
Near It on Azores 
Mountainside. 


PONTA DELGADA, Sao Miguel, 
The Azores, Oct. 29 (AP)—Rescue 
workers today began identifying 
the burned and: broken bodies of 
48 persons killed in the crash of 
an Air France Constellation. 

The plane plunged into a moun- 
tainside yesterday. It was bound 
from Paris to New York. 

A French technical mission also 
was at work, trying to determine 
the cause of the crash. Boxer 
Marcel Cerdan, violinist Ginette 
| Neveu, painter Bernard Boutet de 
Monvel and 11 Americans were 
among those killed. There were no 
survivors. 

The body of 28-year-old Mlle. 
Neveu, one of France's greatest 
woman musicians, was one of the 
first identified. Another early re- 
port from the crash scene said 
the body of one of the pilots had 
been found almost intact, his arm 


thrown up as if to ward off a 
» blow. 

The plane was in command of 
veteran pilot, Capt. Jean de la 
Nove, 37. He had flown the ocean 
88 times and had logged 6700 hours 
of flying time. 

Pilot Reported Off Course. 

Details were slow in arriving 
from the remote spot of the dis- 
aster, high on Sao Miguel island’s 
highest peak, near the village of 
Algarvia. Reports confirmed that 
the plane crashed into Pico Re- 
dondo at 3 am. yesterday, 10 
'minutes after it sent its last mes- 
sage to Santa Maria airport, 54 
miles south of the crash scene. 
This message said the airliner 
would land at Santa Maria for re- 
fuelling in five minutes. 

(The United Press quoted one 
of the French investigators as say- 
ing the pilot “was off his course 
and apparently having radio dif- 
ficulty or he would have caught 
the guide point signal from Santa 
Maria.”’) 

Shepherds in the Algarvia area 
said they heard the sound of en- 
gines overhead,: above the east 
coast of the island. Suddenly the 
sound was cut off, they said, and 
in the distance they saw a brilliant 
light in the sky. Then they heard 
;a crash. This same report came 
|from many surrounding villages. 
U, S. Planes Join in Search. 

Peasants from surrounding ham- 
| lets who set out for the wreck on 
eos high peak were hampered by 


rain and fog. 

Meanwhile, Santa Maria airport 
had alerted two coastal patrol 
ships, and 12 planes from the 
United States Army air base at 
Lajens. One of these Army planes 
was the first to sight the wrecked 
Constellation, still afire. Rescue 
parties, with doctors, stretchers 
and radio equipment, already were 
on the way. 

When the rescuers reached the 
crash site, the twisted ruins of the 
big airliner was still smoldering. 
Some bodies were still in the 
wreckage and others were scat- 
tered for 500 yards around along 
with bits of jewelry and personal 
property. Many of the bodies 
were unrecognizable. 

The bodies and articles from the 
wreck were being brought to the 
church at Algarvia. French civil 
aviation Inspector Louis Mirepoix 
was directing the investigation of 
the crash. 

The dead in the crash included 
37 passengers and 11 crew mem- 
bers. Cerdan, former world’s mid- 
dleweight champion, was on his 
way to New York for a return 
title match with Jake Lamotta, 
who took the title from-him last 
June.

Members of the St. Louis Police 
Department who are 65 years of 
age or older must take a physical 
examination to determine if they 
may remain on the job until the 
compulsory retirement age of 70, 
the Police Board announced late 
yesterday.

The Eagle Park policy lottery, a 
$3,000,000-a-year gambling opera- 
tion which has been catering to 
policy players for more than 15 
years, has been ordered closed 
down, along with all other forms 
of gambling, in the all-Negro com- 
munity of Brooklyn, a suburb of 
East , St. Louis, Mayor William 
Terry said today. 

Mayor Terry, who is in the sec- 
ond year of his fourth four-year 
term as Mayor, said he acted on 
information obtained from some 
of the towns’ leading citizens who 
“had become suspicious” of some 
operations around the Harlem 
Club, where the Harlem Associa- 
tion operates the lottery game. 

“I acted at once and ordered our 
chief of police to close down all 
forms of gambling,” said Mayor 
Terry, who also is a supervisor of 
Stites township. 

Asked ifthe was not aware of 
the operation of the lottery over 
a period of many years—with only 
periodic shutdowns when grand 
juries met or when the lottery was

The mere fact that Justice Murphy 
and Justice Rutledge and a couple of 
other justices of the United States Su- 
preme Court have voted to review cases 
does not at all prove nor even persuade 
that the cases merited review under the 
law. 

The fact that they voted for review 
when the law did not require nor even 
permit review would only indicate a 
tendency toward government by men 
rather than government by law. 


Whether a case is to be reviewed does 
not depend solely on whether an appli- 
cant has screamed “civil rights.” All 
cases in which the deprivation of civil 
rights has heen claimed are not en- 
titled to review. The law determines 
what cases are to be reviewed, and that 
determination is not, by the law, brought 
within the arbitrary discretion of a 
judge. 

When you write an editorial like the 
one in last Sunday's paper you are ob- 
viously writing about something you do 
not understand, a situation which has 
prevailed in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
editorial columns for much too long. 


Sooner or later thinking citizens with- 
fn the area served by your newspaper 
‘will become sickened by your unthink- 
ing and non-understanding espousal of 
popular causes. Already many heve 
ceased to be affected by your editorials, 


but soon, I hope, many will cease to _ 


even read them. 

You ,should either stop writing edi- 
torials about what you do not under- 
atand or you should secure an editorial

It 
is proposed to wipe out two of these 
springs, to inundate much of the most 
beautiful scenery in the Central States. 
There is, too, a sad story of hundreds of 
millions in taxpayers’ money expended 
on reservoirs that silted up and no long- 
"er serve even the utilitarian purpose. 

Springs and streams of the Ozarks 
maintain their beauty where man keeps 
his hands off. We have a conservation 
office which seeks to undo the damage 
that has been done on rivers such as 
the Big Piney and the Meramec through

While Mr. Darst says that “the various inter- 
ested parties are much closer to agreement than 
is generally believed,” it is regrettable that he 
continues to talk about the possible difficulties 
which might prevent the completion of the 
riverfront park. However well intended, such 
talk can be misleading and discouraging. 

For one thing, it tends to create the illusion 
that this is still a joint project of half a dozen 
parties. Actually, it is now almost exclusively 
a project of the Federal Government. The Gov- 
ernment holds title to the entire area with the 
exception of the levee itself. The city retained 
title to that narrow strip because of a legal 
technicality, but it has always been understood 
that the levee would be made part of the site. 

While all of the city’s riverfront bonds have 
not yet been sold, these bonds were authorized 
by the voters more than a decade ago as their 
contribution to the project.. There is, in effect, 
a contract between St. Louis and Washington 
under which this city will make no other pay- 
ment whatsoever. All other funds for construc- 
tion and maintenance, despite rumors to the 
contrary, are to be appropriated by Congress 
and expended by the National Park Service. 

Of course, ‘Congress could repudiate the Saar- 
inen plan. It could deed the land to the city 
for a baseball park, a housing project, a parking 
lot or almost anything else. And there are 
some interests here which would like to have 
Congress do just that. This is not the first time 
that suggestions for the selfish exploitation of 
the area have cropped up. Now as in the past, 
these are backed with the argument that it 
ought to be devoted to some useful function. 

In a narrow, unimaginative sense, the arch 
would not be useful. But the Statue of Liberty 
and the Washington Monument aren’t useful. 
either. Neither is the Eiffel Tower. Nor are 
the Art Institute lions. But these are impressive 
symbols which have captured the imaginations 
of men and which speak everywhere of New 
York and Washington and Paris and Chicago. 
As Henry Luce suggésted the other day, St. 
Louis needs such a symbol. Of course, the city 
could get along without one just as a man could 
get along without a necktie. But has it not had 
more than its share of drabness for all too 
long? Why should it spurn this touch of 
glamour? . 

Under the circumstances, it seems that St. 
Louisans should not be stressing the dispensa- 
bility of the arch or exaggerating its cost. They 
should, instead, be talking up its splendor as a 
local adornment and a national monument. 
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Peanut Statesmanship 


A few facts about two humble root-crops, 
peanuts and potatoes, show. why Congress 
didn’t really solve a thing when it voted to 
keep food prices high and went home. 

Working through three powerful growers’ 
associations, farmers. sold the Government 
$120,000,000 worth of peanuts last year. After 
selling what it could abroad, the Government 
stood a loss of $35,000,000. 

On top of the staggering $225,000,000 loss on 
potatoes in 1948, the Government faces an- 
other $58,000,000 for 1949. Senator Brewster, 
the potato statesman from Maine, prefers to 
speak of an earlier $40,000,000 estimate. 

Brewster, says John W. Ball in the Washing- 
ton Post, “didn’t tell about the thousands of 
bushels smuggled across the Maine border last 
year in an almost steady stream—and that 
among the best customers for Canadian pota- 
toes were Maine potato raisers.” In other 
words, the great generosity of Congress has 
caused some of the beneficiaries to join in an 
international smuggling racket. 

A $58,000,000 loss, Ball points out, means a 
cost of 40 cents to every person in the country, 
amounting to $320 tribute from the residents of 
one Washington apartment house, another 
$2500 _ from Washington telephone workers, 
$32,000 from the pockets of Agriculture Depart- 
ment employes, and so forth. Not only must 
Americans pay taxes to cover these losses, but 
the Government’s potato buying, in Ball's 
words, is “pricing potatoes out of the American 
diet.” 

Who can possibly blame the American peo- 
ple when they finally rebel against this two- 
pronged gouge?

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In Behalf of Leopold 


Under pressure and excitement of war, many 
injustices are done and we think one of them is 
the treatment accorded to Leopold III, exiled 
King of the Belgians. There were loud outcries 
when Leopold, who had commanded his own 
troops in a kingly way, surrendered te the Ger- 
mans. They came from such highly placed per- 
sons as Winston Churchill and Paul Reynaud, 
then prime ministers of their respective coun- 
tries. It was made to seem that Leopold had 
“ratted” and sold out to the Nazis. 

In breaking a silence of nine years, Leopold 
now tells his story. In brief it is that, when the 
British decided on the Dunkerque evacuation, 
they did not notify the Belgians, with whom they 
had been fighting. Instead they retired from the 
Belgians’ right, leaving Leopold’s flank 
The Germans pierced the Belgian front and the 
Belgian army was unmercifully bombed. A use- 
less massacre was impending when Leopold 
asked for terms. | 

Perhaps what misled Mr. Churchill at the time 
was that he had instructed Lord Gort to notify 
the Belgians of the plan to leave the continent 


both British and French of his intentions. It 


appears that he took the only course open to 


him.

A Breach of Good Taxation 

For lack of authority in the present city char- 
ter, St. Louis can levy income taxes only under 
special enabling act of the Legislature. The 
Board of Freeholders believes this power should 
be established in the new charter. It also be- 
lieves the city should continue to tax non-resi- 
dents who earn income in the city as well as 
persons who live in the city. This reasoning 
is sound, but the Freeholders have tentatively 
settled on a kind of tax that is not. 

They propose a tax on gross earnings—at the 
same rate for all taxpayers and with no allow- 
ances for dependents. They do suggest a limit 
of 1 per cent, which is supposed to mitigate the 
taxpayer’s pain. However, a 1 per cent tax on 
gross earnings is as much as the 2 per cent state 
sales tax a family must pay on roughly half its 
earnings. And there is no question that both 
these taxes fall heaviest on families with the 
lowest incomes and most dependents. 

Samuel H. Liberman thought the new charter 
should at least permit a graduated income tax, 
but Clem F. Storckman objected that the levy 
should be “simple and direct; otherwise yovw'll 
haye pressure groups complicating the tax.” He 
also contended a graduated tax would be “very 
difficult to administer,” and his views prevailed. 

But many St.*Louisans will suspect a particu- 
lar pressure group is responsible for a charter 
provision that says the city cannot tax a $25,000 
family at a higher rate than a $1500 family. A 
graduated city tax could be easily administered 
by making it a fixed percentage of the federal 
income tax. Or if it were decided that this 


would be putting Washington into the positio® 


of making St. Louis’ tax policy, the city could 
have its own graduated withholding table. Most 
of the earnings tax is already withheld through 
employers. It would be a fairly easy Step to 
change this scheme to a system of allowances 
and a sliding scale of rates. 

The present earnings tax is an inequitable and 
irksome expedient. Rather than make it perma- 
nent in the new charter, the Freeholders could 
observe a wisdom that Congress and the Mis- 
souri Legislature acquired long ago—that in- 
come taxation is fair only when the rates vary 
with the variation in individuals’ ability to pay. 
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Advice From a County Voter 


Having ended public hearings, the St. Louis 
County Charter Commission now is drafting a 
home rule charter. The commission has re- 
ceived the most competent advice, and has no 
reason to fail in its task. 

In the last hearing, spokesmen for civic and 
religious groups advocated the principle of sep- 
aration of legislative and executive functions. 
These are now partly united in the County 
Court, and otherwise distributed among two 
dozen elected officers. Citizens will not be able 
to control county government effectively unless 
they know where policy is made and where it is 
exercised. 

Miles Elliott, vice chairman of the Buchanan 
County Charter Commission, said his group had 
drafted a county manager system. This is also 
suggested by several civic organizations in St. 
Louis county. It is opposed by politicians who 
have a direct stake in the present obsolete 
county government. 

Joseph A. McClain, one of the leaders in the 
campaign for the city’s merit system amend- 
ment, stated that a merit system would be more 
democratic, as well as more efficient, than the 
present adherence to political patronage. The 
same advice has been heard from other sources, 
and is understandably opposed by official job- 
holders. ; 

In its future work the Charter Commission is 
going to have to decide whether to heed the 
politicians or the civic organizations. And pos- 
sibly the best advice it has heard eame from 
Robert J. Readey of the Barrett Community As- 
sociation. He warned against making a political 
compromise. “Don’t underrate the poor voter,” 
he said. “A lot of little organizations like ours 
can’t be fooled.” 

County voters want good government as well 
as home rule. They now await the Charter 
Commission’s decision. 
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Time Out for a Smile 

An amusing footnote to the Great Hicken- 
looper Expose of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion is considered worthy of remark by that 
usually staid journal, the Bulletin of the Atomic 
Scientists. AEC chairman David E. Lilienthal, 
testifying on Senator Hickenlooper’s charge of 
“incredible mismanagement,” was dealing par- 
ticularly with the turnover of employes in 
AEC, which the Senator had deémed too high. 

“Senator Hickenlooper included people who 
were fired for cause, or left because of reduc- 
tion in force, or died, retired under compulsory 
retirement, or had babies,” Mr. Lilienthal said. 
“The latter may be an evidence of incrédible 
mismanagement, but not on the part of the 
Commission.” 

Evidently Chairman Lilienthal kept his. good 
humor in working condition during the.inquiry. 
Washingtonians in general could please copy. 
A man who can smile when the occasion calls 
for it might not indulge in the small animosities 
that sometimes vex the nation’s capital.

TVAs for Everybody Else? 


Poverty-struck nations of the world are con- 
stantly coming to the World Bank for loans 
to build up their earning power. And when 
they do, says Eugene R. Black, the bank’s presi- 
dent, “TVA is constantly cropping up — in 
Africa, in South America and in Asia. Nowa- 
days, when people see a great river with its 
spring floods pouring to waste into the sea, 
and a few weéks later a dried-up summer bed, 
their thoughts seem naturally to turn to Knox- 
ville, Tenn.” . 

It is natural to think of TVA, for this ex- 
periment in applied Gemocracy has helped the 
people of a depressed and declinirig region 
make an almost revolutionary comeback. Nat- 
urally it finds a growing school of foreign 
pupils, but it is not emulated in the United 
States just yet. An alliance of public utilities, 
river contractors, warring aucrats, pork 
narrow inter- 
ests has so far ‘wielded enough political power 
to keep similar broad-gauge undertakings out 
of other distressed American river basins.

EKurope’s Liberals: a House Divided

A Loophole for Tyrants 


My conclusions can be simply stated: 

1, Because of many obvious factors of 
geography, history, economics and tradi- 
tion, there are in Europe no political 
groups which could be considered precise 
counterparts of the pragmatic liberalism 
of which we boast in America. 

2, Europe’s democratic Left, which is the 
great hope both for long-range economic 
stability and for effective resistance to 
Communism, is composed of the Catholic 
Left and the Socialists or Social Demo- 
crats. 

3. To the extent that these two groups 
are divided, European governments tend 
to be either outright conservative or, at 
best, so completely without constructive 
plans or policy that long-range reconstruc- 
tion is effectively stymied. | 

4. To the extent that the Left Catholics 
and the Socialists remain divided, either 
Communism or some form of neo-Fascism 
will succeed in uniting them in concentra- 
tion camps. 

The three largest countries on the Con- 
tinent, France, Italy and Germany, have 
the most conservative 
cluding the Iberian Peninsula. Unless 
definite steps are taken in the direction of 
close co-operation between the Catholic 
Left and the Socialists in these countries 
(excluding of course the pro-Communis, 
Nenni Socialists in Italy), a deepening con- 
servatism of the whole continent seems as- 
sured. 

In France and Italy this will undoubted- 
ly mean the strengthening of the still power- 
ful Communist parties with an inevitable 
polarization of political forces. In western 
Germany the immediate danger is not 
Communism but a revived nationalism 
which will terrify all of western Europe. 


Outmoded Marxist Clothing 


The principal problem with the Social- 
ists lies in the persistence of Marxist tra- 
ditions. European Socialism has been most

rope. I do not believe that European So- 
cialism represents a threat to organized re- 
ligion. Indeed, I knoW of no example of 
a Socialist government having denied the 
freedom of religion. 

In the face of these circumstances it is 
only natural that a non-Catholic liberal 
should ask, perhaps out of sheer ignorance, 
why the church should crusade so vigorous- 
ly against the European Socialists. In 
western Germany, where the Communists 
and the neo-Nazis were the twin enemies, 
the full weight of the church was thrown 
against the Social Democrats. It should 
be added that the reactionary Free Demo- 
cratic party which has coalesced with the 
Christian Democrats is at least as anti- 
clerical as the German Socialists. 


Misplaced Progressive Catholics 


The complaint of most European Social- 
ists is not with the purpose and ideals and 
programs of the Catholic Leftists, but that 
these stanch progressives with whom they 
have so much in common are merely left 
wings of parties which are under generally 
conservative control. In Gérmany and Italy 
particularly, progressive Catholics are now 
isolated in parties which are becoming in- 
creasingly conservative. 


The one genuine sign of hope in terms of 
the unity of Catholic and non-Catholic 
progressives in Europe lies in the trade 
unions. In this field common interests are 
forcing common actions. In Austria and 
Germany all labor is united. In France 
the militant Christian unions, the CFTC, 
and the Socialist-influenced Force Ouvriere, 
are friendly rivals in their efforts to re- 
capture the French working class from the 
Communist-controlled CGT. Many Amer- 
iean observers hope thet these two labor 
federations will eventually merge, and see 
in such a merger the best basis for a re- 
surgence of a democratic Left.in France. 


In Italy the strongest non-Communist 


labor force is the LCGIL which, although . 


largely influenced by Christian Democrats, 
insists that it is non-sectarian. The newly- 
formed FIL, under Republican and Socialist 
leadership, will probably be merged with 
the LCGIL within a few months, and such 
a combination might have a real impact 
in a country which needs a militant dem- 
ocratic Left almost more than any in Eu- 
rope. 

The one great programmatic issue which 
serves to divide Catholic and non-Catholic 
progressives in Europe is, of course, in 
the educational or cultural field. Since 
the Catholic Left in Europe is generally 
anti-Franco, there seems to be no great 
division even on this touchy point. It 
would be futile to deny the difficulties in- 
volved in working out a common educa- 
tional program since on this matter we 
seem to be having troubles of our own. 


How Americans Can Help 


It is an issue which cuts deeply. But 
surely there are other issues of life-and- 
death significance to both the Catholic 
Left and the Socialists of Europe. 


As in all things, we in America are for- 
tunate enough to haVe some margin in 
time. The example of Europe should con- 
vince us that we must never allow the 
religious issue to divide those of us who 
have a common faith in the democratic 
process. . 

If we can find the courage to discuss 
our disagreements with mutual tolerance 
and in the light of our common objectives, 
perhaps we shall be able, by example, to 
render an invaluable assistance to our Evu- 
ropeadn friends. Since the modern world 
hag made us so completely interdependent, 
we should be helping ourselves in doing so.

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Between Book Ends 
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Ghosts That Haunt the South 


KILLERS OF THE DREAM, by Lillian Smith. (Nerton, 
256 pgs., $3.)

She grew up in a small Deep South town 
whose population was about equally Negro 
and white—in a big, rambling house built 
for a big family, with a big back yard. 
Her father made money in lumber and 
turpentine; they had family prayers every 
day, and went to church every Sunday, and, 
sometimes, went to revivals and kneeled at 
the altar as sinners. When the new baby 
took over Lillian’s mother-dominated 
world, and Lillian was pining, Aunt Chloe 
took Lillian into her little cabin behind 

mother’s flower gar- 
den, gave her a new 
universe of :ove, and 
nursed her back to 
health. 

One day a little 
white girl was dis- 
covered in Colored 
Town — “they must 

have kidnaped her,” 

people said—and this 

Janie was brought in 

to share Lillixn’s 

room and clothes.

“Why?” Lillian asked.

And of course a colored girl cannot live 
in our home.” 

Lillian still asked why not. For years 
she suppressed the question, but it kept 
on boiling in her subconsciousness. After 
forty years it boiled to the surface in that 
unforgettable novel, “Strange Fruit,” and 
now it boils again in this analysis of, and 
appeal to, her people. 

Lillian Smith still lives in Georgia; for 
a quarter century the best people of the 
Deep South have been sending their chil- 
dren to her summer camp just below Old 
Screamer Mountain. They still did, after 
publication of “Strange Fruit,” long after 
Lillian Smith began preaching her crusade 
against segregation in the little magazine 
she and Paula Snelling edit. That may 
be as significant a fact as the ghost of 
Janie, that has haunted Lillian Smith’s life, 
and the various ghosts that Miss Smith 
sees haunting all the magnolia-scented, 
politics-laden and guilt-ridden South. The 
South is changing. 
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Three “ghost relationships of long ago” 
still haunt the Southern mind, Lillian 
Smith feels, arousing a terror and an 
anxiety that turn the odors of magnolia 
and jasmine to carrion-scent. There is the 
ghost of the white man who long ago 
sneaked away from the proprieties of the 
big house to laughing, dancing, singing 
African ecstasy in the back cabin — and 
ever after guiltily feared that his sons, 
possibly even his daughters, might dis- 
cover the same path. There are the 
ghosts of that white man’s rejected col- 
ored children. And there are the ghosts 
of the generations who found comfort us 
babies in a black woman's arms, and never 
afterward found an equivalent channel for 
tenderness. 

I have a vague distrust of such efforts 
to psychoanalyze a whole region. Perhaps 
Miss Smith has, too, for she turns from it 
to a series of historical dramas — the 
shameful Compromise of 1876, when a part 
of the North bargained for the acceptance 
of President Hayes with a tacit agree- 
ment to ignore the constitutional amend- 
ments in the South; the “bargain” »e- 
tween Rich White and Poor White to take 
it out on the Negro; the pattern of sez- 
regation which, oddly enough, is barely a 
half century old in the heart of the 
South,

left the South crippled, though not every- 
body agrees as to the remedy. Lillian 
Smith speaks with a mingled acéent of 
Old South and Young South. Brought up 
in the shadow of a strictly segregated 
church, she hates it, yet she speaks its 
New Testament language. ;

TALKS WITH ARABS 


Negotiations Under Con- 
ciliation Body Ended— 
Little Hope for Face- 
to-Face Meeting.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Oct. 29 
(AP)—Israel has dicked the props 
from under the United Nations’ 
Palestine Conciliation Committee 
by refusing to take part in any 
more go-between peace ‘alks with 
its four Arab neighbors. 

Although there was no immedi- 
ate comment from the Arab na- 
tions involved—Hashemite Jordan, 
Syria, Lebanon and Egypt—United 
Nations sources said there was 
little immediate prospect that the 
Arabs would consent to face-to- 
face negotiations with the Israelis. 

Israel last night notified the 
commission, composed of repre- 
sentatives of the United States, 
France and Turkey, of withdrawal 
from the indirect peace talks. An 
Israeli spokesman said Israel is 
willing to deal directly on all out- 
standing political and territorial 
problems. 

The Arabs have refused since 
the commission was established by 
the 1948 General Assembly in 
Paris to sit down at the same 
table with Israeli representatives. 
The Arabs have contended that 
would constitute recognition of 
Israel as a state. The commission 
met separately with Israelis and. 
Arabs for months in Lusanne, 
Switzerland, and recently moved 
to New York. 

Reply to Inquiry. 

The Israeli note replied to a 
leer from the commission asking 
all five nations concerned to re- 
examine their territorial claims. 
The Arab replies have not been 
made public. 

The Israeli representative would 
not divulge the exact terms of 
his government’s reply but he out- 
lined it to reporters. 

The statement said indirect 
talks were considered useless by 
Israel and “can even make the 
situation more difficult.” It added 
that if the Arabs refused to enter 
direct talks, the Israeli govern- 
ment must interpret this “as a 
lack of desire to proceed to a 
peace settlement at this time.” 

There was no indication from 
either side that armistice arrange- 
ment negotiated by Ralph J. 
Bunche, as mediator, were in dan- 


r. 

Conciliation Commission has 
submitted to the General Assem- 
bly a plan for an international 
rule in Jerusalem. This has been 
opposed by the Israeli government, 
which insists on retaining control 
over all the territory it now holds 
in the city except for holy places. 

Israel holds most of the new 
city of Jerusalem. The old walled 
city is occupied by Hashemite Jor- 
dan forces of King Abdullah, who 
also is reported to object to inter- 
national rule for the holy city. 

Other U.N. Actions. 

The Israeli statement came a 
few hours after the Assembly’s 
steering committee recommended 
that the Palestine situation be 
taken up by the special political 
committee rather than the polit- 
ical committee, which is bogged 
down with lengthy Balkan de- 
bate and the future of the Italian 
colonies. 

The Balkan debate continues to- 
day. The Russians blame Greece 
for continuing conflict in the Bal- 
kans; almost all other members 
and the U.N. special committee on 
the Balkans put the -finger on 
Albania and Yugoslavia. 

The special subcommittee deal- 
ing with the Italian colonies de- 
cided last night on its recommen, 
dations® 

The 21-nation group agreed that 
Libya should be independent by 
Jan. 1, 1952; that Italian Somali- 
land be given independence by 
1959, with interim rule by an Ital- 
jan-U.N. trusteeship administra- 
tion, and that a five-nation com- 
mission go to Eritrea and report 
next year on the situation there.

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Former J ustice Wants 
Common Defense, Me- 
dium of Exchange, 


Trade Plan for Free 
Peoples. 


Former Supreme Court Justice 
Owen J. Roberts made an earnest 
plea here yesterday for support 
for “some kind of federation” of 
free peoples that would seek “to 
keep free nations strong, improve 
living conditions and give them a 
common foreign polity.” 

In a brief, forceful talk at the 
Missouri Athletic Club before 75 
men and women interested in 
world affairs and prominent in 
business and professional life, 
Roberts said a convention of free 
peoples would try to work out a 
scheme for common defense, a 
common medium of exchange and 
common exchange of goods. 

Roberts said Clarence Streit, 
author of “Unioh Now” and for- 
mer New York Times correspond- 
ent “had the key to the whole 
situation ‘when he suggested a 
union of France, Great Britain 
and the United States.” Such a 
union, Roberts declared, “might 
have averted World War II.” 

Prozram of Committee. 

Launching into the program of 
Atlantic Union Committee, he con- 
tinued: “Our proposition is this: 
We believe it is possible for free 
peoples to form some kind of 
federation to keep their countries 
strong, to improve living condi- 
tions and to have a common 
foreign policy. That would soon 
attract the peoples of the world. 
“What's our program? To try to 
see if we can do it.- There has 
been introduced in Congress a 
resolution asking the President to 
name a delegation to a convention, 
which would be attended by dele- 
gates of other free peoples. The 
convention would see if it can 
work out a scheme for common 
defense—not a high falutin’ pro- 
gram—but a scheme for a com- 
mon foreign policy, common me- 
dium of exchange and common 
exchange of goods.” 

Folding his hands over his 
waist, he explained succinctly that 
the program adopted by the con- 
vention would have to be ratified 
by the people of each country. 
“Suppose it fails?” he asked. “At 
least it’s a first attempt to show 
that peoples can get together in a 
federation.” 

Supported by 20 Senators. 
Twenty Senators of both parties, 
“from the farthest left to the 
farthest right,” Roberts con- 
tinued, agreed to sponsor the res- 
olution. Then putting on his 
glasses, he read a letter from 
Senator John Foster Dulles, say- 
ing he would vote for the Atlantic 
Union resolution, and also re- 
ported that Herbert Lehman, can- 
didate for Dulles’s seat in the Sen- 
ate, said he, too, would vote for 
the resolution if elected. 

The resolution, introduced in 
the House of Representatives as 
well as in the Senate, reads, in 
part:, “Resolved that the President 
is requested to invite the democra- 
cies which sponsored the North 
Atlantic Treaty to name delegates, 
representing their principal politi- 
cal parties, to meet this year with 
delegates of the United States in 
a federal convention to explore 
how far their peoples, and the 
peoples of such other democracies 
as the convention may invite to 
send delegates, can apply among 
them, within the framework of 
the United Nations, the principle 
of free federal union.” 

After explaining the program of 
the Atlantic Union Committee,

Discounts Russian Bomb. 

“T think it doesn’t make a par- 
ticle of difference if the Russians 
have the atomic bomb. But un- 
less free men club their interests, 
one by one the great dictatorships 
will take over the free countries.” 

The 74-year-old retired justice 

explained at the outset of his talk 
that the principal reason he re- 
tired from the court four years 
ago was that “I was convinced the 
only salvation for freedom in 
peace was some kind of federa- 
tion of citizens, built on the pat- 
tern of the United States.” 
“T am still for the United Na- 
tions,” he assertec, “but I want 
that to be & stepping stone. I 
wanted to speal: freely, so I left 
the court in order not to be ac- 
cused of spreading political propa- 
ganda as a member of the court. 
“We know the United Nations 
can’t keep the peace of’ the world. 
The U.N. is a treaty, not a gov- 
ernment. The Big Three run the 
show. If you can’t have agree- 
ment among the Big Three, ‘you 
stymie the whole organization. 
The League of Nations was simi- 
larly ineffectual.” 

Pictures U. S, Obligation. _ 
Gesturing effectively to empha- 
size his points, the tall, vigorous 
speaker said he thought the Unit- 
ed States “has an inescapable ob- 
ligation to lead in the world, 
whether we like it or not.” He 
continued: 

"We can’t stand aloof and say, 
‘Let em perish.” His voice ris- 
ing sharply, Roberts asserted: 
“The Marshall Plan, the Atlantic

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Pact and arms aid to Europe are 
a series of negative moves. If 
carried on for a long period, they 
Will debilitate the economy of the 
United States.” 

A “different approach” is 
needed, he asserted. He said 
there were three possibilities — 
pure isolationism, an attempt to 
reform, the United Nations into 
a world government or a federa- 
tion of free peoples. 

The “purely isolationist” ap- 
proach would be to “let the rest 
go where they will because we 
are big and strong and can take 
care of ourselves,” he explained. 
But when “all of Europe and Asia 
are under Soviet control, we would 
not be able to stand up to it and 
the result would be a military 
dictatorship here,” he asserted. 

As for reforming the U.N., he 
pointed out that the Security 
Council “hasn’t got any fire de 
partment yet” to put out fires 
where they arise. He described 
the U.N. as the “greatest instru- 
ment to get people together—a 
common pool of thought and talk 
—but it che keep the peace 
against aggression.” 

Sponsors of the Atlantic Pact 
which the Atlantic Union Com- 
mittee wishes to implement, were 
the United States, Canada, Great 
Britain, France, Belgium, Luxem- 

and The Netherlands.

WORLD FEDERATION 
GROUP TRIPLES 
IN SIZE IN YEAR 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 29 (AP)— 
The United World Federalists 
tripled their strength in the 
United States last year, Alan 
Cranston, president of the organi- 
zation, has reported. 

Cranston spoke last night at a 
rally of 1900 persons, including 800 
delegates to the United World 
Federalists’ third annual assem- 
bly, which opened yesterday, 

“The basic job of informing our 
people that federation is the price 
of survival,” said Cranston, “is 
being done by the more than 700 
chapters in this country in a way 
which has already succeeded be- 
yond our hopes.” 

Six states, he reported, have in 
the last two months passed in 
their legislatures a demand that 
Congress convene a constitutional 
convention to make. such amend- 
ments in the Constitution as are 
necessary to enable the United 
States to enter a world govern- 
ment. He listed the six as Cali- 
fornia, Maine, New Jersey, North 
Carolina, Connecticut and Florida, 

Cranston said the federalist ef- 
forts will be mobilized in the com- 
ing year to gain passage by Con- 
gress of a resolution which 105 
members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and 22 Senators have 
introduced.

night in a brief visit in St. Louis. 

The former Secretary of State 
and World War II Army chief of 
staff declared that continued 
American aid under the Recovery 
Program would necessarily be con- 
tingent on the breaking down of

Referring to European political 
boundaries as a complicating fac- 
tor in speeding economic recovery, 
he added, with a smil: “Even here 
in St. Louis I understand you 
have some difficulties because of 
the boundary between the city and 
county.” 

Marshall said he had been told 
recently by Paul G. Hoffman, ad- 
ministrator for European recovery 
under the Marshall Plan, that in 
the first two years of the program 
the industrial output of Western 
Europe had reached a point 20 to 
25 per cent beyond the 1938 level, 


“This is not only in line with s 


the target set up but even better 
than anyone hoped for,” Gen. 
Marshall asserted. “The _ real 
problem now is to make Europe 
economically independent.” 

Met by Mayor. 

The General, on a seven-day air 
tour of Red Cross_ chapters 
throughout the country, was met 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field by 
former Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, 
appointed yesterday as chairman 
of the 1950 Red Cross fund drive 
in St. Louis. Other local officials 
who greeted Marshall included J. 
Garneau Weld, chairman of the 
St. Louis Red Cross chapter. 

Showing no ill effects from his 
serious illness of some months ago, 
Gen. Marshall walked briskly from 
the airplane to the administration 
building, where a press conference 
had been arranged. 

He declined comment on the re- 
cently disclosed atomic explosion 
in Russia and, on the current 
Army-Navy controversy, referred 
questioners to his testimony last 
week before a Congressional com- 
mittee. 

Describes His Trip. 

He described his quick trip 
around the country, visiting Red 
Cross chapters in 14 cities, and 
said the tour was “like many I 
made during the war, except that 
then we usually ate and slept on 
the plane.” On this trip he said 
his conferences with local Red 
Cross officials are usually in con- 
junction with a meal, and his 
party, which includes James T. 
Nicholson, national Red Cross vice 
president and general manager, 
stops “overnight at cities on the 
route. 

Purpose of the trip, he con- 
tinued, is to get a quick picture 
of the Red Cross organization, 
preparatory to a national confer- 
ence of leaders Nov. 10, at which 
policy and budget matters will be 
considered. 


He said he had as yet drawn no 
conclusions from the trip, “except 
that I have been deeply impressed 
by the energy, zeal and high mor- 
ale of Red Cross workers every- 
where.” 

The General and his party left 
for Memphis at 9 p.m., three hours 
after arrival, following a dinner 
with local Red Cross officials at 
St. Louis Country Chub.

Stop-Sign Survey Also to 
Be Made by Gonter, 
City Traffic Commis- 
sion Decides. 


Measures designed to obtain 
some regulation of pedestrian 
traffic and efforts to obtain co- 
operation of aldermen in keeping 
down and reducing the number of 
stop signs will be undertaken by 
the new Traffic Commission, 
which held its first meeting yes- 
terday. 

The meeting was held in the of- 
fice of President Frank J. Mc- 
Devitt of the Board of Public 
Service and was attended by 
Charles G. Gonter, who will as- 
sume the post of Traffic Commis-. 
sioner next Tuesday, Director of 
Streets and Sewers Frank Kriz was 
chosen as chairman of the com- 


‘mission, an advisory body estab- 


lished by an ordinance which pro- 
vides for the new post of traffic 
commissioner. 

The commission felt that regu- 


congested areas is necessary and 
that a number of downtown ac- 
cidents are the result of disregard 
of traffic officers’ signals by 
pedestrians, Kriz said.

INNER TUG-OF-WAR — The 
President is in the middle of a 
hot tug-of-war among his inner 
advisers over the steel strike.

SONG RECITAL GIVEN 
BY DOROTHY MAYNOR 


Lyric Soprano Presents Pro- 
gram That Is Fresh 
and Superior.

Dorothy Maynor; the Negro lyric 
soprano and one of the nation’s 
most cultivated artists, returned to 
St. Louis after several years’ ab- 
sence to give a recital in the audi- 
torium of Concordia last 
night. Miss Maynor brought into 
play a rare combination of inter- 
pretive discernment, voeal beau- 
ty and personal charm in present- 
ing a program that was distin- 
guished for its avoidance of over- 
worked favorites. But it was not 
only a fresh program, it was su- 
perior and unfailingly so. 

In her first two numbers, “With 
Artful Beguiling,” from Handel's 
“Aoessandro,” and an aria from 
Mozart’s “Cosi Fan Tutte,” she 
was dealing with fioriture passages 
which she did not articulate clear- 
ly or smoothly. After that her 
technical command was equal to 
her most exacting requirements. 
In three songs vy Hugo Wolf and 


depth of sentiment, by the telling 
use Of accentuation and shading, 
Maria’s Aria from Smetana’s “Bar- 
tered Bride” was a model oi fluent 
romantic lyricism. In a still more 
allusive French group by Reynaldo 
Eah. and Poulenc she produced 
effects of pointed delicacy, and 
within a relatively narrow dynamic 
range, through expressive but 
lightly applied coloring. Her per- 
formance of Schubert’s “Auf dem 
Strom”—in which Edward Murphy 
supplies a beautifully phrased 
obbligato—was notable for its sus- 
tained legato.

Say Germans Do 
Not Want to Be 
Abandoned.

FRANKFORT, Germany. 

MERICA can expect, before 
A 0 long, to see Charles A. 

Lindbergh arise as the 

prophet of a United States for 
eign-policy “gospel” for Europe. 
Months ago the famous aviator 
and his writing Wife, Anne Mor 
row Lindbergh, slipped quietly into 
these crucial regions. The far and 
fast air travelers bought one of 
the Renault cars adequate for the 
area. Mrs. Lindbergh left in early 
September to put her children in 
school; he has now gone, too— 
but not until he had crammed 
his long legs into the little car 
and driven 25,000 miles criss-cross 
western Europe up to the borders 
of Russia. 
-Nocloser. Lindbergh was careful 
not so much as to set foot into 
the Russian zone of Berlin. He 
said wryly that he thought the 
Russians didn’t like him and 
might welcome the chance to nab 
him on a technicality. 

The Lindberghs will write a 
book on their experiences, It will 
relate, it is understood, to both 
what people have told them and 
their own observations and con- 
clusions. 

Of one thing he is sure, Lind- 
bergh has told friends, which is 
that the Germans, no more than 
our allies, the French, Nor- 
wegians, etc., want first to be 
abandoned and thefi liberated. 
We shall not, they expect him 
to contend, get good results in 
Germany unless we set it within 
the line which Russia must not 
pass. 

This of course raises one of the 
countless hard questions inherent 
in the situation here. Can Ger- 
many be safely rearmed to any 
degree? If Germany believes it 
is to be left’ defenseless, can the 
democracies expect good political 
results here now? 

The Lindbergh’s book is bound 
to excite as much controversy as 
Mrs. Lindbergh’s prewar “The 
Wave of the Future,” and Lind- 
bergh’s isolationism did. It could 
form a new rallying point for the 
stubborn isolationists in Congress 
who in the past have found Lind- 
bergh a convenient page-one vehi- 
cle. 

It is stated reliably that the 
Lindberghs were here as private 
citizens and had no official mis- 
sion—public or secret. However, 
he has old friends in the Air Force, 
certain to be influenced by his 
opinions as a professional flyer. 

With them he was available, 
friendly and communicative. With 
the general run of Americans he 
was remote, and with the press 
he was, as always, entirely hos- 
tile, 

His friends say that Lindbergh 
wants to be allowed to live as 
other Americans. This is not quite 
accurate. Americans are gregar- 
ious and free-wheeling. Lindbergh 
does not, obviously, want to mingle 
with others, he wants to be left 
alone to do his own choosing of 
what he shall do, where and with | 
whom he shall go. It is a privi- 
lege Americans don’t grant their 
heroes. It is fair to add that 
most United States heroes—Roose- 
velt, MacArthur, Eisenhower—lap 
up crowds like W. C. Fields did 
martinis. 

In any case, Lindbergh refused 
every request—even to pose for 
his picture. His message was 
that the oldest and worst picture 
used, the better it suited him.

CLEARANCE BILL 


Passage Expected Friday 
of Measure to Increase 
Powers of Housing Au- 


thority. 


Passage of the city administra- 
tion’s slum clearance Dill is ex- 
pected, probably at next Friday’s 
meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men, following approval yesterday 
by a special committee, headed by 
Alderthan Anton Niemeyer. 

The bill would give the Housing 
Authority most of the powers that 
it was proposed to confer in the 
clearance and bond issue proposal 
defeated by the voters at the polls 
last November. 

By the terms of the bill, the 
Authority would have power to 
engage in slum clearance, rede- 
velopment and rehabilitation, to 
be financed by loans, grants, gifts 
and other means, and to accept 
federal and local grants and aid. 
Its work has been limited to low- 
central mass housing for families 
in lower income brackets. Under 
the bill, it would also handle hous- 
ing on a higher rental! level.

SANTA ROSA, Calif... Oct. 29 
(AP)—The effort of a Santa Rosa 
merchant to will some of his 
money to the Soviet Russian gov- 
ernment was set aside by a 
Sonoma county judge. Albert 
Rosenfield, Santa Rosa furniture 
merchant who died Sept. 13, 1943, 
directed that all the money he had 
left after specific bequests be 
given to the Russian consul at 
San Francisco to be used to main- 
tain one or more children’s hos- 
pitals in White Russia.

“To this end, the respondents 
formulated and the convention 
adopted a ‘conditions of employ- 
ment’ form which both: (1) set 
forth the ‘only’ conditions under 
which ITU members would work 
—one such condition being that 
they would not work with non-un- 
ion men; and (2) embodied the 
threat that the failure of the em- 
ployers to provide the stated con- 
ditions would result in the decla- 
ration by the unions, pursuant to 
procedures in ITU ‘law’ of a ‘lock- 
out.’ 

“The negotiations taking place 
after Aug. 22, 1947, throughout 
the country were marked, on the 
union side, by the employment of 
the ‘conditions’ form, the adamant 
refusal of the unions to enter into 
any contract written or oral with 
respect to any employment condi- 
tion and by the publication by the 
local unions and the respondent 
(International) through the ‘con- 
ditions’ form and otherwise, of the 
threat that union members would 
walk out if non-union men were 
employed. It was further publi- 
cized by the local unions and the 
respondents that the absence of 
any contractual relation was cal- 
culated to and was deliberately 
insisted upon so as to enable the 
ITU and local unions to carry out 
the threat of strike without in- 
curring liability under the act. 

“Unquestionably, use of the ‘con- 
ditions on employment’ in the 
manner described above, consti- 
tuted conduct proscribed by the 


act, 
60-Day Proposal. 

“The ‘conditions’ strategy was 
slightly modified by the respond- 
ents on about October 1947, fol- 
lowing the institution of board 
proceedings by employers (not in- 
volved immediately in the instant 
cases) complaining of the illegality 
of the use of such tactics by the 
LT.U. and its local union. The 
modified strategy contemplated 
the unions’ submission to em- 
ployers of an alternate proposal, 
knowp as ‘P-6A,’ embodying the 
unions’ offer to enter into a bi- 
lateral agreement cancellable at 
any time upon 60 days’ notice.

FATHER FEENEY 


AS ‘DISOBEDIENT | 


Latest Move in Dispute of 
Massachusetts Priest 
With Hierarchy Over 
Matters of Faith. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. Oct. 29 
(AP)—The Rev. Leonard J. Fee- 
ney, S.J., noted Roman Catholic 
author, lecturer and poet, was dis- 
missed last night from the Jesuit 
order in the latest move against 
him in a six-month-old dispute. 


He announced the dismissal him-' 


self. He said it was for “disobe- 
dience.” 

He was deprived of his priestly 
functions on Jan. 1 by Archbishop 
Richard J. Cushing, head of the 
Boston diocese, for approval of 
teachings of three Boston College 
slay professors that there is no 
palvation outside the Catholic 
Church. 

The alleged “disobedience” i 
volved Father Feeney’s refusal in 
September 1948 to accept transfer 

‘to Holy Cross College in Worces- 
ter, a Jesuit institution. 

- To Continue as Priest. 

He said he would continue “as 
a Catholic priest, loyal and de- 
voted to the church and to the 
Pope. « . >” 

He summoned reporters to St. 
Benedict’s Center to tell of the 
latest developments in his argu- 
ment with the hierarchy. St. Ben- 
edict’s was established several 
years ago for the teaching of Cath- 
olic docttine. 

He told reporters that he had 
received a registered letter from 
the Rev. John J. McEleney, 8.1L, 
New England provincial of the 
Society of Jesus, goon de- 
cree from the Rev. Jean Baptiste 
Janssens, general of the order at 
Rome. 

The letter, in Latin, he said, con- 
cluded with this sentence: 

“By reason of a letter received 
Oct. 21, 1949, written by the Very 
Rev. Jean Baptiste Janssens, gen- 
eral of the Society of Jesus, your 
dismissal from the Society of 
Jesus has keen approved.” 

Father Feeney said: 

“Father McEleney, thank God, 
can not take away my priesthood, 
nor can any of my priestly facul- 
ties be removed by the fraudulent 
means which I know both he and 
the Boston chancery have taken 
in their effort to keep me from 
annoying them in their i er-faith 
alliances in the city of Boston.” 

The Catholic chancery had no 
comment on the announcement in 
line with its rule of silence 
throughout the controversy. 

Background of Dispute. 

The dispute arose over the con- 
tention of Father Feeney’s group 
that there is no salvation outside 
the Catholic Church. 

The Supreme Sacred Congrega- 
tion of the Holy Office in Rome 
declared late in July that this view 
was “far from being genuine Cath- 
olic teaching.” 

The matter became public 
knowledge in April when Boston 
College, a Jesuit institution, dis- 
missed the three Boston College 
lay professors—members of Fa- 
ther Feeney’s classes at St. Ben- 
edict’s—for spreading “erroneous” 
doctrine. 

When Father Feeney indorsed 
the professors’ stand, Archbishop 
Cushing disclosed that he had been 
deprived of his priestly faculties. 

Archbishop Cushing issued a de- 
cree “silencing” Father Feeney— 
depriving him of the right to say 
mass, administer sacraments or 
preach sermons. Only full sub- 
mission to his superiors can lift 
the penalty, church authorities 
said. 

Flanked by 55 students at the 
center, Father Feeney said last 
night that he did not intend to 
give up his work at St. Benedict's. 

He said that he could not leave 
St. Benedict's to go to Holy Cross 
because of “a conscience diffi- 
culty.” 

“I would not leave St. Bene- 
dict’s Center,” he said, “until I 
could get a conscience hearing on 
the doctrine that there is no sal- 
vation outside the church.”

JUDGE SAYS POLICE

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 29 (AP)—

not obtain a search warrant be- 
fore pumping out a suspect’s stom- 
ach for evidence.

14 MORE PASSENGER DIESELS 
ORDERED BY FRISCO RAILWAY 


The St. Louis-San Francisco 
(Frisco) Railway has placed an 
order for 14 diesel passenger loco- 
motives, permitting it to dieselize 
two thirds of its passenger lines, 
it was announced today by Clark 
Hungerford, president. 
Hungerford said the locomotives 
will be placed in service as soon 
as they are received. He esti- 
mated delivery would be completed 
by the middle of next year. 
Dieselizing of the southern por- 
tion of the Illinois Terminal Rail- 
road, known as its “steam line,” 
will be completed by next March

The remainder of the system is 
operated by electric power, trolley- 
transmitted.

American Housewife 
Sets Style in Italy

HEN the Princess of Purchase, the Amer- 
W ican woman, puts her hand on the Italian 
market, things begin to happen. The Italians 
are not slavish imitators of things American, but 
they like the Yan- 

kee flair. 

An American 
housewife in Rome 
spent hours search- 
ing the city for 
dark bread for a 
fastidious husband. 
Everywhere 
she found white 
bread made with 
Marshall plan 
wheat. Finally, in a 
little bakery in a 
side street, she 
found some rye. 


Tasted at home, 
it proved to be sour 
and flat. But when 

the woman passed the bakery next time, a new 
sign was already in the window—“pane segala,” 
rye bread. 

The woman passed by, this time, without 
buying. The next day she saw the shop, the 
sign was gone again. The American flurry had 
passed and the Italians were back on white 


bread. 
* o * 

ANOTHER AMERICAN WOMAN got tired of 
buying five or six kinds of green vegetables to 
make soup and then chopping them up at home. 
She told her Italian vegetable man that she 
would buy every green-leafed soup ingredient 
from him if he would chop them up. 

He not only agreed, but instantly put a sign 
in his window “minestrone gia preparato’—“soup 
already fixed.” The innovation rocked the neigh- 
borhood, but not for long. The American woman 
departed. So did the sign. So did the experiment. 

* * * 

BUYING MEAT is the big riddle for the 
American newcomer to Rome. At first she 
simply asks to be guided to a butcher shop. But 
the shop never seems to have the meat she wants. 

Then she finds out, tardily, that Italy has a 
sausage shop, which is proletarian, a lamb and 
pork shop, which is middle-class, and a beef shop, 
which is aristocratic. 

“The worst snub I ever got was the day I 
asked for pork chops in a shop dedicated wholly 
to the cow,” testified one American woman 
recently. 

* 


* * 

THE ITALIANS are embittered enemies of the 
whole supermarket idea, which they believe 
throws people out of work by making purchasing 
too easy. 

For that reason the American woman must 
learn to go to the farmers’ market to buy 
chickens and turkeys. 

Here is where the social order gets turned 
upside down again, because fowl cost more than 
even beef. But while beef is sold in marble 
emporiums halfway between a mortuary and a 
Turkish bath in atmosphere, Italy’s fowl are 
marketed in the street in an atmosphere of flying 
feathers and haggling. 

*

OCCASIONALLY AN AMERICAN woman re- 
nounces the whole Italian school of cooking and 
returns guiltily to the American tin can. When 
she does so, she usually confuses her household. 

An American woman had her relatives send her 
several jars of peanut butter. She told her maid 
to have a taste. 

When she returned to the kitchen the maid 
had the jar open. 

“Well, how did you like it, Elena?” she in- 
quired. 

The maid tried to answer, but apparently 
couldn't. Her lips refused to come apart. She 
pointed helplessly to her mouth, shaking her 
head, tears in her eyes. 

The American woman saw the trouble. Elena 
had thought peanut butter was a kind of Amer- 
ican bottled chocolate ice cream. She had been 
eating it with a spoon straight.

| justice. Children who violate rules, who even go as far as 
breaking the law, cannot be measured in the same terms 
as adults. Inexperience and ignorance are the qualities of 
childhood and when children are victims of those qualities, 
as they so often must be, it ill becomes experienced teachers, 
older people in general to mete out what they term justice 
them. /

express the feeling that possessed him. He wasn't bold an

HIS MISTAKE should be made plain to him so that he 
will not repeat it. He must learn to stand up for his beliefs, 
his acts, and shoulder his own responsibility. It was he who 
felt, and wrote, “I love you.” He did not want the other boy 
to feel that way at all. Then he should have signed his own 
name to his note and stood by it boldly. But he is seven. 

It would be a grave mistake to call that little boy a forger 
and to threaten his with jail for life. It would be much 
better to explain to him, kindly and sympathetically, what he 
did and what he ought to have done, and just why.

TO PUNISH HIM aie breaking a rule he knows 
nothing about, the implications of which quite escaped - him, 
would be useless and cruel. Adult justice has no place in such 
matters, Justice demands that the child’s stage of growth, his 
measure of intelligence, should be considered first and last. 
Mercy is what he requires, and understanding and much love. 

A teacher has to feel his way carefully when holding to 
the rules. It is best not to make any hard and fast ones with 
penalties attached. Once an irritated teacher declared, “After 
this, a pupil who is tardy will lose his standing and forfeit all 
rights and privileges that standing gave him.” The first boy 
who was late was the top boy of the class. His mother was 
taken suddenly ill and he was the only one on hand to stand 
by her and get help. He was a few minutes late. The teacher 
felt that he was obliged to hold to his rule. All had to be 
treated alike. That was justice. 

This sort of thing may be justice but it isn’t good sense 


and it isn’t good practice either.

My Day

NEW YORK. 

HERE are certain things that 

confuse many people when they 

go to vote on election day. 
Sometimes they have made a 
study of the candidates and they 
are pretty sure of the people they 
want to vote for. But when they 
are faced, as we are in New York 
state, with a long line of proposi- 
tions and amendments, many peo- 
ple are bewildered and either vote 
on none or vote on only those 
they happen to have heard a good 
deal about. 


The League of Women voters in 
New York state—and I hope they 
have taken similar action in other 
states—has issued a bulletin tell- 
ing us in New York what the 
meaning is of the titles that ap- 
pear under the amendments and 
propositions. The pamphlet also 
gives us the arguments that are 
made by people who want us to 
vote “yes” and by people who 
want us to vote “no.” This is very 
helpful because it points up what 
real differences there may be on 
both sides.

I THINK AMENDMENT NO. 1 
in New York state is not very 
vital, but it is a step forward. It 
doesn’t co’2r every contingency 
but it makes certaiff things clearer 
for us. The heading reads: “In 
case the person elected Governor 
shall die after his election but be- 
fore he shall have qualified as and 
assumed the office of Governor, 
the powers and duties of the of- 
fice of Goverfior shall devolve 
upon the person elected Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and he shall serve as 
Governor for the term for which 
the .deceased Governor-elect was 
elected.” 

Admittedly, this would make it 
impossible for a difficulty such 
as arose in Georgia several years 
ago to arise here and, therefore, 
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I think I shall vote “yes” on it.

645, 
which changes the state constitu-

So in whatever state you live, 
look at your amendments and 
propositions and get from some- 
where an explanation of them be- 
fore election day.

West, afraid he would make a 
bad guess among the side suits, 
opened the trump seven. South 
won with the nine and led a heart. 
West put up the king and exited 
with another trump. South took 
this with the jack and led his last 
heart. East captured dummy’s 
queen and laid down the heart 
jack. 

South ruffed the third heart and 
cashed the ace and king of dia- 
monds. Then, probably breathing 
the silent hope that a certain con- 
dition of affairs existed and that, 
if it did, West was asleep, de- 
clarer led a third-round of dia- 
monds. : 

Well, the hoped-for condition did 
exist, and West was asleep! It 
was West who had the missing 
trump, and who did not have the 
missing high diamond; and West’s 
somnolent state was proved by his 
failure to ruff the third lead of 
diamonds! Convinced that East 
had the high diamond, West saw 
no reason to “waste” his trump. 
He simply discarded a heart. That 
was a little embarrassing to East! 
After taking the diamond trick he 
had to return either a club (up to 
dummy’s major tenace) or a heart.

Playing Canasta fo Win

NE of the most delicate prob- 
lems in the game of canasta is 
when to meld and when not to.

Should you lay off your ace on 
your partner’s aces? Should you 
put down your three eights? ,
